To the inhabitants of the Town of Salem qualified to vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in said Salem, on 
the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the year en- 
suing. ) 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the year ensuing. 

3. ‘To raise such sums of money as the town may think proper to pay 
the town debt, or any part thereof. 

4. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise any more money for the re- 
pairs of highways than the law requires. 

5. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to facilitate the 
collection of taxes. 

6. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town treasurer to hire, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, such sums of money as he may need 
for general purposes in anticipation of taxes. 

8. By request: To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of fifty 
dollars, or any part thereof, for the use of Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No.

GENTLEMEN :—The fourth annual report of the library, 
showing its work for the year ending Feb. 12, 1898, is 
herewith presented. 

The Year's Growth: he whole number of books re- 
ported last year was 1,117. Since then the total number 
of accessions has been 196, of which 192 were obtained 
by purchase, 1 gift, and 3 N. H. Regiment histories 
which had been in care of town clerk, making a total 
now in the library of 1,313, exclusive of Town, State and 
Agricultural reports of which there are 168 bound vol- 
umes, 115 in paper covers and 140 pamphlets.

Board of Education of the Town of Salem, N. H. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY, 1898. 


During the past year the schools have had thirty-one 
weeks, divided into three terms each. Nos. 3 and 10 
have had more on account of the interest of their funds. 

The past year the schools have had the benefit of a 
few new methods; new geographies have been put into 
the schools, charts for lessons in reading, punctuation 
and grammar; also vertical writing has been introduced 
and has met with marked success. 

The majority of the scholars have made progress in 
music, which has proved both a pleasure and a_ profit. 
There has been a course of advanced studies arranged 
for those who wish to take them, which are algebra, 
book-keeping and English history. 

The teachers have given us hard work and hearty co- 
operation throughout the year to promote the welfare of 
the schools. Blackboard work has been used more ex- 
tensively and much practical knowledge gained. 

Both school board and teachers have tried to have a 
thorough understanding of each study rather thana fass- 
wwg through the book. If the parents would be more 
particular and keep their children in school every day 
and not allow so many dismissals they would have more 
interest in their school work and would rank higher in 
scholarship.
